For War Plans 
Now Indicated

Pacific fighting zone are now vir- 
tually written off. Already in Wash- 
ington plans are under way to boost 
production of substitutes, largely 
from soya bean production. The 
United States is expected to become 
a heavy customer of Canadian 
coarse grains and perhaps wheat, as 
it transfers large agricultural cap- 
acity to soya beans. 

The Canadian farmer can hard- 
ly expect more than 90 cents a 
bushel for wheat, as a result of 
these and other developments, but 
he will make more money out of 
coarse grains than he has for 
years. At 60 cents a bushel for 
barley, with a yield of 25 bushels, 
his production will be worth $15 
&n acre, Fort Willlam basis. Oats 
at 50 cents a bushel. yielding 30 
bushels, would be worth the same, 
while wheat at 90 cents, yielding 
15 bushels, will be worth only 
$13.50 acre. Agricultural policy 
as it affects the prairies is now 
expected to be worked ont on a 
Price relationship of this kind. 


Further than this, Britain is being 
thrown back on North American 
supplies for food and essential 
vegetable products to the exclusion 
of other sources to a greater extent 
than at any stage in its history. 
This is a result of the combined 
effect of Japanese expansion in the 
Far East and the critical shipping 
situation that in itself rules out 
other sources such as South Amer- 
ica. Canadian and American farm- 
ers will have to meet the shortages 
both for North America and for 
Britain and other Allies. 


WAR PRODUCTION 

Donald Nelson's dictum, stated 
yesterday, that every weapon made 
in 1942 is worth ten times what is 
produced in 1943, clarifies the pro- 
blem of Canadian war production 
as well as that of the United States 
of America, All-out munitions pro- 
duction, reaching levels never be- 
fore attempted, will be 1942 march- 
ing orders for Canadian industry 
and workmen. The extent to which 
this involves re-organization of the 
Canadian war effort is expected to 
be clarified for the public shortly 

These developments involve two 
Paramount demands for man- 
Power in Canada in the coming 
months—workmen for factories 
and labor for farms. Studies made 
in Ottawa indicate that at least 
100,000 men have left farming 


Enemy Aliens To 
Move From B.C. 
Protected Area 


VANCOUVER, Feb. 14—(CP)— 
Notices ordering all enemy aliens 
to evacuate the coastal area of 
British Columbia west of the Cas- 


cade mountains by April 1 and to 
surrender cameras and radios will 
be posted in public buildings to- 
day, Col. C. H. Hill, R.C.M.P. com- 
missioner in the province, an- 
nounced last night, 

“Enemy aliens can start leaving 
the protected area anytime and go 
anywhere east of the boundary of 
the area,” Col. Hill said. “To be in 
tRe protected area after April 1 is 
an infraction of the Defence of Can- 
ada Regulations.” 

(The coastal area of British Col- 
umbia was declared a_ protected 
area by federal authorities as a war 
measure.) 

The evacuation order embraces 
some 2,500 Japanese and an un- 
stated number of German and Ital- 
ian male nationals without Canad- 
ian citizenship and affects all enemy 
aliens between the ages of 18 and 49. 

The order to surrender all cam- 
eras, firearms, ammunition or ex: 
plosive, radio transmitters, radio 
short wave receiving sets applies to 
all enemy aliens regardless of age 
or sex. 


Shakeup In US. 
Army Opposed 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14—(AP)— 
Administration supporters in Con- 
gress lined up today against any 
drastic shakeup in the United 
States army and navy high com- 
mand during the present grave 
days of the war. 

Turning aside a suggestion by 
Wendell L. Willkie that Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur be brought back 
from the Philippines to assume 
over-all leadership of the military 
effort, Senator Lister Hill (Dem., 
Alabama), the majority whip, told 
reporters he thought this was no 
time to replace the men now di- 
recting the army and navy in their 
far-flung activities. 

Hill said MacArthur's military 
genius was needed on Bataan penin- 
sula as much as any place in the 
world. 

But Senator Arthur Vanderberg 
(Rep.-Michigan) declared it would 
be the best thing that could happen 
to the country if MacArthur could 
be made supreme commander of 
the armed forces. “MacArthur is 
the only symbol we have left of

Quebec Happy 
At Result Of 
By-Elections

OTTAWA, Feb. 14.—Apart from 
a strong undertone of pattisan- 
ship, there is jubilation in the 
French press of Quebec over the 
by-elections. There is a tendency 
to regard the resulte as a resound- 
ing victory for the government, 
and, as well, a personal triumph 
for Mr. King. 

The disposition of many of the 
French néwspapers ig to construe 
the results as a declaration of unity 
between Quebec and Ontario, The 
people of these two provinces, it is 
said, may now felicitate each other. 

The war effort, as such, is not 
much discussed. But it is astonish- 
ing to find a few of the papers stat- 
ing that the conscription policy has 
been defeated and “Mr. King’s no 
conscription position” buttressed. 


FALSE PATRIOTS 

Mr. Meighen’s defeat is a matter 
of unrestrained joy and through- 
out the press there is a notable hos- 
tility to Mr, Hepburn and Mr, Drew. 
False patriots, it is said, have now 
been unmasked 

The foregoing summarizes the 
editorial views of such papers as 
La Patrie, Le Canada, Le Matin and 
La Presse of Montreal; La Tribune 
of Sherbrooke, and L'Evenement of 
Quebec. 

Le Soleil of Quebec especially 
emphasizes the defeat of the Jin- 
goes as exemplified by Mr. 
Meighen. It terms him the cham- 
pion of high finance and of 
fanaticism. 

Le Nouvelliste of Three Rivers 
congratulates the country on the 
defeat of both extremists, particu- 
larly the Quebec Nationalist Party. 

But the two most interesting 
commentaries come from L’Action 
Catholique of Quebec and Le De- 
voir of Montreal. The former. says 
that the campalgn for conscription 
has suffered a severe set-back and 
assumes that Mr. King will now be 
able to judge of the popular 
strength of conscriptionist leaders. 
Conscription, it says, can Only hurt 
our war effort. Having heard both 
sides of the argument—the Nation- 
alists and the Conscriptionists—and 
having chosen to support the gov- 

ernment, public interest, says L’Ac- 
tion Catholique, should centre on 
our own war effort and on post- 
war policy. 

RESTRAINED IN COMMENT 

Le Devoir is very restrained in 
its comment. On the day after the 
by-elections pride of place was 
given to Singapore and the chief 

comment has to do with the defeat 
of Mr. Meighen, whose prestige. 
says Le Devoir, is largely gone. Le 
Devoir sees nothing remarkable in 
the Liberal Party holding the three 
seats and Mr. Meighen’s inability 
to win elections is demonstrated by 
his record.

But the general demand was for a 
merciless shakeup in the cabinet, to 
weed out the weak men and especi- 
ally those who had any remaining 
taint of appeasement, and for Chur- 
chill to delegate real authority, es- 
pecially in matters of military and 
naval strategy, to subordinates. 

For months Churchill, largely out 
of loyalty to his colleagues, had re- 
sisted demands for a cabinet recon- 
struction. It appeared now that he 
must give in,

Churchill can keep the nation’s con- 
fidence if only he can be ‘persuad- 
ed to delegate his authority, reform 
his administrative machine and 
concern himself less with grand 
strategy and more with plain lead- 
ership. But he can not keep it 
much longer if he and his loyal 
friends continue to rely on their 
past services. This war can not be 
won on gratitude. ...

PRESUMPTION OF DEATH 

Principal terms of the amendment 
jstate: “Any married person who al- 
\leges that reasonable grounds exist 
|for supposing that the other party 
to the marriage is dead may pre- 
sent a petition to the supreme court 
to have it presumed by the court 
lthat the other party is dead, and to 
jhave the marriage dissolved and the 
court, if satisfied that such reason- 
able grounds exist, may make a de- 
cree of presumption of death and of 
dissolution of the marriage. 

(2) “If in any such proceedings 
the fact that for a period of seven 
years or upwards the other party to 
the marriage has been continually 
absent from the petitioner and the 
petitioner has no reason to believe 
that the other party has been living 
within that time shall be evidence 
that he or she is dead until the con- 
trary is proved.” 


EXPLANATION GIVEN 


Dr. Cross explained that applica- 
tions have been made to the courts 
for declarations presuming death, 
in order to permit remarriage or 
for other reasons, and that the 
courts in some cases have been as- 
suming the power to grant such de- 
clarations, Some applications, how- 
ever, have been refused on the 
ground of lack of jurisdiction, the 
minister said. 

Similar statutory authority to that 
provided in the bill recently was 
passed in England, he added. 

If a person presumed deag and 
so declared by the court later 
turned up after the husband or 
wife had remarried, there would

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Two years of preparedness and two months of war 
find the United States bristling with military installations. 

They run the full gamut from big coastal battery to 
lowly ordnance warehouse, all playing some role in 
America’s historic war effort. The location and activi- 
ties of many are hush-hush; mere mention of a few is 
expressly forbidden. The remainder, among them the 
vitally important training camps, are so well-known that 
no military purpose is served in attempting to keep them 
secret. 

It is in the training camps that Uncle Sam is building 
his tremendous army, a force which will pyramid to at 
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least 7,000,000 men. More than half the number will be 
in khaki this year, requiring an all-out construction pro- 
gram to prepare accommodations. Nine new camps, each 
to house 30,000 men, are being built, and all others ex- 
panded. Five temporary tent camps will help shoulder 
the load in immediate months to come. 

Inducted into the service, each new soldier finds him- 
self in an army organizational structure streamlined to 
meet the exigencies of blitz warfare. His training centre 
is in one of nine corps areas (unless he is an airman). 
The corps area belongs to a field army. Over all is gen- 
eral headquarters at Washington, above it the President.

The structure is designed to carry out orders from top to 
bottom with the greatest speed and efficiency. 

If the new soldier is destined to become an airman, 
he is assigned to one of four air armies.

The Victory bonds which go on sale 
on Monday are divided into three 
classes. One type of bond will mature 
in 2% years, and draw interest at the 
rate of 114 per cent. The second type 
is to run for six years, with interest at 
21, per cent. The third class are 12- 
year bonds, drawing 3 per cent. These 
jonger term bonds will be redeemed 
when mature at 101, making the yield 
3.07 per cent. 

This arrangement is designed to 
accommodate investors of all classes, 
those who can tie up funds for a long 
period and those who must have their 
money available sooner. Bonds are to 
be offered in denominations ranging 
from $50 upward. They can be bought 
cash down or on the instalment plan. 
Plans have been made whereby the 
banks will assist those who wish to 
buy more than their immediate cash 
resources will permit. Employees may 
go in together and buy jointly, in which 
case the banks will also assist. 

Practically every person who is 
earning money is thus put in position 
to buy a bond, thereby helping to fi- 
nance the war and at the same time 
providing a “back log” of buying power 
for his or her use in future. The appeal 
is to the general public, and the oppor- 
tunity to invest could not well be made 
broader. The bonds should be distrib- 
uted widely, and the wider the better.

It is to be hoped our neighbors un- 
derstand Canada’s constitutional set- 
up well enough to know that Premier 
Hepburn of Ontario does not speak fur 
the Government or people of this Do- 
minion any’'more than the ranking 
member of a party in a state legislature 
speaks for President Roosevelt or the 
people of the United States. Also that 
they are sufficiently aware of recent 
political events to know that Mr. Hep- 
burn has just emerged from a federal 
by-election contest, in which he had no 
call to participate, smarting from the 
bruises and blisters resulting from a 
sound spanking at the hands of the 
electors. 

Canadians of all parties will hasten 
to apologize, through whatever chan- 
nels may be open to them, for the Hep- 
burn references to the United States 
navy, references equally distinguished 
by bad taste and by profound ignorance 
of the elementary principles of mari- 
time war. Pending the time when the 
people of Ontario will have an oppor- 
tunity to retire this exhibitionist from 
public life, we on this side of the line 
can only regret with humiliation that 
the head of a provincial government 
should be willing to poison the relations 
between Canada and the United States 
lest Prime Minister King should re- 
ceive his due measure of credit for 
helping to maintain those relations on 
the present happy basis, 

The navy of the United States needs 
no defence against babblers. But it is 
important that the people of the Re- 
public should understand Mr. Hepburn 
speaks for nobody but himself, and only 
as a private citizen, when he criticizes 
the efficiency of their sea forces and 
the strategy of their commanders. 


The Battle Off Dover 


Shifting the Scharnhorst, Gneise- 
nau and Prinz Eugen from Brest to a 
German port was one of the most 
daring feats undertaken by the naval 
forces of any country during the 
course of the war. It was possible be- 
cause of misty weather which made the 
ships invisible at any time from the 
English coast, and because ample air 
protection was provided, together with 
surface escort ships ranging from de- 
stroyers to mine-sweepers. The direct 
route was taken, for the obvious rea- 
son that the British battle fleet was 
less likely to be encountered in the 
Channel than in waters north of the 
British Isles. These factors do not 
detract from the spectacular nature of 
the feat, but they rob it of any sem- 
blance of the impossible. Admiral Rae- 
der rightly conjectured that the short 
route would be the safer in the circum- 
stances. These circumstances consid- 


ered, the risk was no greater than that | 


undertaken by German cruisers which 
in the former Great War bombed ports 


on the east coast of England, on the | 


chance of being cut off from their 
bases. 

Whether the much-bombed vessels 
will be any safer at Emden than they 
were at Brest remains to be seen. They 
will be equally within range of British 
bombers, and the conditions may ' be 
less favorable for them. For nearly 
a whole year the three warships have 
been held in the French port useless, a 
port admirably located as a base for 
raids on shipping off the Irish coast. 
They were removed apparently be- 


cause there was no prospect that they 
could be employed in raiding tactics 
from that port. And perhaps in hope 
that in their absence the bombers will 
pay less attention to Brest, and allow 
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the submarines based there a better 
chance to operate. The change of loca- 
tion does not take the ships out of the

of plans to challenge Britain's battle 
fleet in an all-out engagement, they can 
do as little damage where they now 
are aS where they were two days ago. 

At Brest the three fugitives were 
targets in 110 air ratds. But it is only 
claimed that two hits were scored on 
any of them. The port lies in a cup- 
like depression where dive-bombing 
was not possible. The moral seems to 
be that in dropping bombs from a great 
height the chances of making a hit are 
about one in fifty on a target no larg- 
er than a battleship. 

The disturbing fact in the battle off 
Dover is that we lost 42 planes for 18 
of the enemy planes shot down, without 
destroying any of the fugitive war- 
ships. These were protected not by one 
“ceiling” but by one above another, in- 
volving the use of probably some hun- 
dreds of fighting planes. The lesson of 
the Prince of Wales and the Repulse 
has evidently not been overlooked at 
Berlin, and the vulnerability of a battle- 
ship without air protection was fully 
recognized.

Against Franco Is Not an 
Impossibility 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Various events have made it clear that 
Hitler has resumed his wooing of Spain. 

It is undoubtedly part of the German 
strategy to secure the right to march 
through Spain to Gibraltar and, what is 
even more important under present ‘cir- 
cumstances, to walk through Spain into 
Portugal and thus provide a jumping off 
place for attacks on the 
North American contin- 
ent. , 

In view of this likeli- 
hood, it becomes import- 
ant to examine the Span- 
ish situation and to dis- 
cover just what part 
Spain is capable of play- 
ing in extended phases of 
the war. 

It seems certain that 
Spain is in 4 ern to 
do any actual fighting. Haro ; 

eg matter of actual aL, Weir 
fact, under the crushing yoke of German 
domination, the people of Spain are suf- 
fering so much from hunger, persecution 
and repression that a revolt against the 
present regime of Franco and Suner is 
momentarily expected. 


Conditions Desperate 


Information coming to me privately 
from Spain, from exceedingly reputable 
sources, reveals these facts: 

German and Italian seizures of food 
produced in Spain or imported from South 
America have caused intense hunger 
throughout the entire country, especially 
in the industrial areas. 

Unemployment is acute. Morale was 
never lower. ; 

Girls as young as 14 have been driven 
to prostitution by near-starvation. Mass 
executions are common. Invasion by the 
democracies would be welcomed by the 
Spaniards as a whole. f 

In short, Spain faces an extremely crit- 
fcal situation, Germany has become the 
directing power behind the Spanish gov- 
ernment and the result is a state of misery, 
discontent and hatred that has reached 
into the smallest towns and villages. 

This picture comes from an entirely 
authentic source. 


Summary 


Following are the chief points, in sum- 
mary: ‘ 

1—Widespread food shortage because 
particularly all food products shipped to 
Spain from South America, particularly 
from Argentina, are being loaded on other 
ships and sent to Germany and Italy or 
moved in camouflage trucks across the 
border into France. 

2—German domination of the Spanish 
government is cpparent, even in the most 
isolated districts, 

3—The entry of Spain as an active par- 
ticipant against the democracies is not 
anticipated by the people in general due 
to the lack of supplies and the misery and 
discontent of all classes.

6—In general, the people of Spain 
would welcome an invasion by the Allies 
and a majority would side with the in- 
vaders. 

7—There is little work to be obtained 
anywhere in Spain and little desire to 
work. 

8—Hatred against Germany and the 
present Spanish regime increases daily. 


Disorder 


Suits cost from 500 to 600 pesetas and a 
pair of shoes costs from 150 to 200 pesetas. 
Fish is plentiful but expensive, In Barce- 
lona, a dozen sardines cost from four to 
five pesetas, 

Industry is paralyzed to a large extent. 
Mines are producing but little coal because 
the miners have insufficient food to give 
them strength. Steamship companies have 
been forced to Pay heavy subsidies—with 
no return. Contraband runners are flour- 
ishing. 

Despite severe punishment, prostitu- 
tion is widespread and in many cities 
(particularly Barcelona) bands of ‘teen- 
age girls, some as young as 14 and 15, 
roam the streets, half mad from hunger. 
Women lawbreakers have their heads 
shaved or ate thrown in overcrowded 
jails, where persecution and execution are 
the order of the day. 

To quote one section of the letter re- 
ceived here: 

“In one jail, conditions are so crowd- 
ed that prisoners have to stand up to sleep, 
jammed one against the other. . , . Many 
Germans are in the north of Spain. In San 
Sebastian and in other sections many 
German soldiers are convalescing from 
wounds received in Russia. ... Bread is 
scarce and of poor quality; those standing 
in the breadlines shout and scream from 
hunger.” 

From another section: 

“Every day the trains are packed with 
women and young people going from town 
to town in search of food. . . , Food is ra- 
tioned unequally and this has resulted in 
great resentment. Of food brought from 
Argentina, only corn is permitted by the 
Germans to remain in Spain. Wheat and 
other products are being taken to Ger- 
many. . . . Tuberculosis is spreading 
dangerously in the cities. ... The Falange 
does not enjoy the confidence of the peo- 
ple as heretofore and its influence and 
power are diminishing.” 


Occupation 


All this would seem to indicate that 
Hitler could count on little active assist- 
ance from the Spanish army, although 
there seems to be no doubt that he could 
easily force Franco to permit him to oc- 
cupy Spain, 

Another element arises out of this sit- 
uation which may have much to do with 
Hitler’s probable plan for moving into 
Spain, And that is the possibility of revolt 
mentioned jn this letter. 

He may find it necessary to occupy that 
country if for no other reason than to 
prevent a popular rebellion which would 
lower the prestige of totalitarianism. 

He was forced to take that step in Italy. 
He may be forced to take it in Spain. 

In one way or another, it seems to be 
{inevitable that Spain will begin to play a 
greater part in the war, if not in an active 
way, at least in the passive role of provid- 
ing a highway through which Hitler may 
make further assaults on his important 
enemies, 


Students And Conscription 


University Folk Anxious to Do* ¥i1) ting in any group of fifteen hundred 


Right Thing; No Direction 
From Government

It is fitting that the public at large 
should know the student position that at 
present exists. Considerable comment, 
judicious and otherwise, has been direct- 
ed at the University student this past term. 

Questions such as, “Why aren't you in 
the army—the airforce—or the navy?” 
reached a climax when our rugby team 
went to Saskatoon, and more recently 
when the Philharmonic Society took its 
“Pirates of Penzance” to Calgary. 

Certain persons accosted the students, 
irate with the fact that we should be thus 
spending our time when we might be bet- 
ter serving our country in some form of 
the service. They may be right. They may 
be wrong. 

Who really knows? Who is there, with 
official authority, that has so far outlined 
a definite clean-cut, easily applied answer 
to the problem?—or any answer at all. 
And such a person before voicing an opin- 
ion should be in a position to speak, and 
to co-ordinate the situation as it actually 
exists with what it should be—and the 
average man of the street has not access 
to such information. 


No Direction 


If the duty of the government is to 
organize the war effort, it is the corre- 
sponding duty to establish such direct 
policies. There exists no body at present 
to say, “Here, young man, we haye exam- 
ined your qualifications, compared them 
with our needs—Your place in the war 
effort is here—or here—or here. Selec- 
tive service is a rumor; conscription a con- 
jecture; politics an obvious antidote, The 
situation is unhappy. 

A poll of the campus at the University 
of Alberta indicates that student attitude, 
Eighty-five per cent were in favor of 
conscription in the form of selective ser- 
vice. 

The poll was of a representative group 
‘of undergraduates of both sexes, and fur- 
ther indicated that only 16 per cent of the 
male ballots, and 11 per cent of the “Co- 
ed” ballots were in favor of the present 
system of enlistment. The picture is ob- 
vious, 

University students are in a quandary. 
We have indicated our desire to “pitch in”

a basis of decision. 

We are acting on present instructions 
and awaiting further orders. So we mean- 


der, impatient, dissatisfied, and with 
the public dissatisfied with us. , 
Real Reason 


Here is the crux of the situation. We 
have a growing dissatisfaction in every 
quarter of the province, a growing stream 
of pent up feeling because of inaction. 

he bubble of pressure has burst at 
the first excuse—the University student. 

This is not the real reson for such ex- 
pression—it.is merely the rationalized 
opinion, 

The truth of the matter is that only a 
fraction of the University students will 
ever make officer material—only a frac- 
tion will make even average soldiers, and 
that only a fraction are out to avoid the 
situation as best they can—just as you 


people, be they businessmen, clerks, or 


others, 
Manliness 


Some have said, “It is not the manly 
thing to be a university student under war 
conditions.” And who may be the person 
to interpret the word “manly”? 

Is a man unmanly because he has not 
offered himself for military service when 
Canadian facilities for handling avail- 
able manpower were not adequate, and 
when, at the same time, he might be get- 
ting technical knowledge which would be 
of greater advantage to both the war ef- 
fort, and to his self sustenance during the 
post-war period? 

Is it unmanly to pursue courses which 
provide essential personnel to the war 
effort such as dentists, doctors, engineers, 
mathematicians, all of whom will un- 
questionably be serving upon graduation? 

Is it unmanly to get a firm grasp of 
democratic culture, its institutions and 
ideals at a time when personnel is appar- 
ently adequate? If suc! is not the case, and 
our personnel inadequate—why the delay 
in publicizing the fact? 


“Hollow-Chested” 


Let us be fair and honest with our- 
selves to realize that such niggardly dis- 
tourse is “hollow-chested”. Our problem 
is not just manpower, it is rather “effec- 
tive manpower”. 

In military language, our need is fire- 
power (i.e. machines and guns and ammu- 
nition) with a proper complement of men, 

Let us further be solid in our under- 
standing that the students and public 
alike (they are as one) need a still greater 
jolt to realize their responsibilities to the 
present situation, t 

The indications are that Canada is but 
waiting the spark that will set us all 
aflame with a war effort that shall far 
exceed any past conception, But the spark 
is delayed— 

Meanwhile, the recruiting officer has 
his quota to fill, by whatsoever means he 
can conceive; public sentiment bubbles for 
action, An ever greater need for main- 
taining our democratic institutions grows. 
Students ponder as to where in the vast 
plan they may fit best—and when. 

The idle tongue wags loosely, without 
helping the war effort. 

The time is ripe for selective service, 
clearly defined, to set us all at our stride. 
Give us our job, and watch us grow with 
it! The only “manly” thing remaining for 
a government under such circumstances is 
a clean-cut, crisp pronouncement.

Et cependant la France n'est pas sortie de 
la guerre. Lorsque les chars d’assaut de lar- 
mée du Nil franchirent les fronti¢res de la 
Cyrénaique, le Général Weygand fut chassé 
de son poste. 

Lorsque les troupes de Timochenko en- 
trérent a Rostov et que, pour la premiére 
fois, battues sur terre, les divisions allemandes 
abandonnérent du terrain conquis, le Maré- 
chal Pétain se rendit @ la convocation de Goe- 
ring. Or, nous n’avons pas oublié que le méme 
Goering a déja recu de Hitler des missions 
spéciales auprés du Maréchal Pétain. A Var- 
sovie, & Belgrade, & Madrid, comme hier a 
Saint-Florentin, il avait été chargé de séduire 
le vieux Maréchal, de flatter sa vanité et, 
sous couleur de le rallier & l’anti-commun- 
isme, de la gagner & la cause allemande. 

Mais lJ'intervention du peuple francais ne 
se fit pas attendre. Au lJendemain de l'en- 
trevue de Saint-Florentin le peuple protesta 
contre la trahison selon.Ja seule méthode, a 
Vaide des seffles armes dont il dispose; en 
tirant sur des officiers allemands, il s'inter- 
posa entre les gouvernants de Vichy et les 
représentants de Hitler. Ainsi, comme en 
tant d'autres occasions, les Francais élevaient 
sur la voie de la collaboration, le rempart de 
leurs corps. 

Tl y a un an, les hommes de Vichy pro- 
clamaient l'impossibilité de défendre |'Empire 
lorsqu’il s'agissait de se battre contre les en- 
nemis de la France. Or, aujourd’hui, les 
mémes généraux et amiraux font retentir 
l'Afrique d’accents martiaux, ils sont préts, @ 
se battre. Et contre qui? Contre les Alliés 
d@hier, ceux qui ont solennellement proclamé 
leur intention de rétablir la France, au len- 
demain de la victoire, dans son indépendance 
et sa grandeur. 

En vérité, Jes arguments militaires n'ont 
jamais été qu’un camouflage; ils couvraient 
une décision politique, la volonté de chercher 
un accomodement avec le vainqueur et de 
détruire la République. Aussi, aujourd’hui, 
toutes les proclamations sur la défense de 


l'Empire ont le méme caractére tendancleux 
et n'ont d’autre fin que de diasimuler la sig- 
nification véritable de la politique adoptée 
par Vichy. 

Pendant que les réactionnaires irréels et 
anachroniques voient leur pouvoir s’effriter, 
puis disparaitre, monte la génération des 
véritables nazis, de ceux qui ne cfojent & 
tien, sinon & la puissance, qui avaient com- 
ploté depuis toujours contre la République et 
la France, puis poussé de toutes leurs forces 
a l'armistice, mus uniquement par l'idée du 
pouvoir et de ses profits. Ce qui les arréte, 
ce ne sont pas les velleités impuissantes des 
conservateurs et des monarchistes séniles, 
ceat le peuple francais.

Hitler’s Greatest Error — 


BY DREW PEARSON AND ROBERT S. 
ALLEN IN THE WASHINGTON 
MERRY-GO-ROUND 
_ Pieced together from diplomatic intel- 
spent, the story can now be told of 
Hitler's greatest error, It is the main rea- 
son why he has bogged down so disas- 

trously in Russia, 

Chiefly responsible was Foreign Min- 
ister von Ribbentrop, the energetic ex- 
champagne salesman, who has become one 
of Hitler's closest confidants, Uppermost 
in Von Ribbentrop's political philosophy 
is hatred of Soviet Russia, Late ng 
November he persuaded Hitler to make 
one final push against Moscow. The gen- 
eral staff was dead against it. They con- 
tended that the capture of Moscow was 
not significant from a@ military point of 
view and that with deepening snow it 
would be difficult to get by Moscow's vast 
secret fortifications. 

Ribbentrop, however, had already 
summoned a conference of the anti-Com- 
munist countries for Berlin early in 
December and he wanted the capture of 
Moscow to hold before the delegates. 

So Hitler cast his decision with his for- 
eign mfinister. 

But in the effort to take Moscow, the 
German general staff had to remove six 
divisions from Rostoy in the Crimea. 
There was no time to bring reinforcements 
from Germany, as Von Ribbentrop insisted 


upon victory before the anti-Communist 
meeting in Berlin, 

Result was that the Russians, taking 
advantage of the fact that Rostov was left 
foletivels pamirned, took this key city, 
just as anti-Communists were meeting 
in Berlin, 

Instead of celebrating the downfali of 
Moscow, some of the delegates, especially 
the Rumanian, Bulgarian, and those along 
the border of Russia, signed the document 
with strong misgivings. 

This was Hitler's first major mistake 
from the point of view of military tactics 
end, one from which he has never recove 
ered,

When the boat came to Washing- 
ton, South Carolina, Captain Jones 
took the boy to some friends there 
who were ardent workers in the 
Methodist church, and as they were 
already interested in missions, they 
received the bright-eyed Chinese 
boy as a gift from Heaven, After 
careful training he was baptized in 
the Christian faith and given a new 
name, Charles Jones Soong—(Jones 
being in compliment to the sea cap- 
tain), He was educated at Trinity 
Methodist College, and in 1885 re- 
turned to China. In the course of 
time he became the father of a not- 
able family—his three daughters 
being the famous Soong Sisters. 
The youngest one is Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek. Through his wife's in- 
fluence Chiang Kai-Shek became a 
Christian too, not only in name but 
in daily practice. :

There’s Wartime Kitchen 
Role For Sub-Deb

It's a sign of the warring times 
that ’teen-aged daughters are help- 
ing prepare the family meals. 

Lucy M. Maltby, an expert in 
teaching young people how to couk, 
suggests this simple meal for the 
‘teen-aged wartime cook: Macaroni 


and cheese, crisp bacon, mixed 
green salad, hard rolls. stuffea 
baked apples, cookies, coffee or 
milk. 


MACARONI AND CHEESE 

One cup elbow macaroni, % 
pound Canadian cheese, % cup 
milk, % teaspoon Worcestershire 
buttered bread crumbs. : 
sauce, few grains cayenne, 1% cup 

Cook macaroni in 2 quarts rap- 
idly boiling water, seasoned with 
1% teaspoons salt, for 10 to 15 
minutes or until tender and no raw, 
starchy taste remains. Drain. Melt 
cheese, which has been broken into 
little pieces, over low heat, prefer- 
ably in the top af double boiler. 
Add milk gradually; stir well after 
each addition of milk. Add Worces- 
tershire sauce and cayenne. 

Place cooked macaroni in welli- 
buttered baking dish (1-quart size) 
and pour sauce over it, carefully 


mixing with a fork. Cover with 
crumbs or with additional grated 
cheese, Bake about 15 minutes in 
moderate oven (350d F.) Serves 5. 
STUFFED BAKED APPLES 

Six tart appres, 6 tablespoons 
mincemeat, 2 tablespoons chopped 
nut meats, 1 tablespoon butter. 

Wash apples. Remove _ stems, 
cores, and blossom ents. Fill cav- 
ities with mincemeat and nuts, To 
keep an apple from bursting dur- 
ing baking, the skin may be cut 
halfway between stem and blossom 
end. Put apples in well-greased 
baking dish’ and dot with bits of 
butter. Put '% cup of water in bot- 
tom of baking dish. Bake about 1 
hour, or until apples are soft, in 
moderate oven (350d F.). Serve hot 
or cold with top milk or cream.

An excellent article discussing the 
emotional side of the colitis prob- 
lem has been written by Dr. E. G. 
Waketield and Dr. Charles W. Mayu 
and appeared in the “Journal of the 
American Medical Association.” In 
this article, to make it clear that 
the authors wére referring to a 
colitis due to an interruption of the 
personal affairs of the patient, they 
coined the term “sociologic Colitis.” 
These authors also brought up a 
discussion of the important fact that 
modern life tends to produce irre- 
gularity of habits. That is very im- 
portant to the patient with colitis, 
for if there is anything he needs, 
it is regularity. Irregular meal 
hours, going to bed at irregular 
times, and irregularity in regard to 
the time alloted to bowel move- 
menis, are undesirable when there 
is any tendency to mucous colitis. 
In the article a statement is made 
with which I thoroughly agree. to 
the effect that: “Many vicious habits 
of eating, sleeping and work are ab- 
solutely unrecognized by the pat- 
lent.” That is very true—and part of 
the work of the physician who is 
trying to help the patient with 
colitis is to explain to him how he 
may change his habits so as to get 
regularity into his life. Just estab- 
lishing regularity will help in a 
Physical way, and it may help 
enough so that the emotional dis- 
turbances are greatly weakened in 
their power to affect the colon. 
Meals should be taken at a regu- 
lar time each day, there should be 
a stated time for going to bed at 
night, and if possible, a regular 
time should be set aside after lunch 
for relaxation. As mucous colitis is 
often marked by periods of constip- 
ation, it is likewise important that 
the patient try to re-train the colon 
into better habits by having a de- 
finite time when he is free to at- 
tend to the emptying of this organ. 
During the so-called “crisis” per- 
jiod in mucous colitis, when the colon 
is particularly upset after nervous 
or emotional strain, it is common 
for the intestinal elimination to be- 
come very frequent and there may 
be many movements in any given 
day. Some of the evacuations may 
consist almost altogether of mucous, 
A crisis of this kind is usually at- 
tended by abnormal discomfort, 
such as pain, tenderness either in 
certain parts of the colon, or 
throughout the entire colon; diges- 
tive upsets; nervous symptoms, etc. 
When the patient experiences 
these symptoms the first question is 
how to quiet the colon. I find that 
applying heat over the entire ab- 
domen is very good. Heat may be 
applied by using hot towels, with 
a small home treatment lamp, or 
with the electric pad. As long as 
the digetsion is disturbed it is best 
not to try to eat anything in the 
way of solid food, using liquid fruit 
juices instead. If the fruit juices 
causes gas, or makes the stomach 
burn, then plain water may be sub- 
stituted for the juice, Usually a 
crisis of this type will subside with- 
in a day or two, providing the pati- 
ent does not eat improperly, and 
providing he does not take a strong 
laxative. Laxatives should be 
avoided as they only add further ir- 
ritation, An enema a day is often 
helpful and should be taken, If 
the water in the enema is as hot 
as may be borne, it will often have 
a soothing, relaxing effect:

Your Baby 
And Mine: 


All in line with a mother’s bee 
lief that it is her duty to do 
something when her child's teeth 
do not appear as expected is her 
presumption that what she must 
do is to help them through the 
gums or put on teething lotions to 
make their coming painless. 

Naturally, any mother wants to 
save her baby pain. But she docs 
not yank at baby’s bones to make 
them longer, or pull his hair or 
push up his flesh. Why docs she 
so often feel that his teeth need 
this special physical aid from her? 

It probably has to do with her 
traditional misconceptions about 
teeth. She thinks they are “hard” 
to cut. She thinks they should be 
cut according to a definite sche- 
dule. If they are not she feels that 
she must do something about it. 
In fact, from the time baby is four 
months old she ‘is “waiting” for 
the teeth to appear. And any day 
of any month after that time, if 
baby happens to be feverish or act 
crossly or spit up his food, she 
looks upon these as signs. of _ the 
troublesome teething-time in store 
for him. 

The fact is that teeth develo 
like bones or muscles, reanotaiy, 
according to some inherited pat- 
tern determined by baby's intri- 
cate ancestry and more immedi- 
ately because of the kind of dief 
to which the mother has sub- 
jected him from the moment of 
his inception. Her duty toward 
her baby's sound, fine crop of 
teeth begins long before he is 
born, in her plans for her own 
diet and later in her conscientious 
Provision of milk, fruits, eggs. 
vegetables, cereals, butter nd 
vitamin D to the growing beby 

Teeth, in general, do appear in 
groups of two to four, beginning 
their eruption at the fifth to eignth 
months of baby’s life and extending 
to the 24th to 36th months, By the 
end of the first year baby will 
prabably have six teeth, and at 18 
probably have six teeth, and at 18 
20 sometime between the second 
and third year. 

There will be natural variations 
In the ages at which the teeth ap- 
Pear and the speed and comfort 
with which they erupt. But it 
isn't failure to use teething rings 
Or lotions or to press the teeth 
through with thimbles which ac- 
counts for these differences. It 
is just the individual dict, 

The well-fed child should teethe 
without dramatic symptoms, though 
he may be cross enough to apprise 
his mother that a new tooth isn't 
exactly an uneventful episode in 
his life. Since a mother feels she 
must do something, let her efferts 
be turned toward the study of good 
diets—for herself during pregnancy. 
and for the baby during the first 
growing years. At teething time 
she can rest on her laurels and let 
the teeth grow. They will, never 
fear, just as Nature intended they 
should.

learn where the weak spots may be. 

It is therefore hoped end ex- 
pected that all our citizens will take 
this matter seriously and co-oper- 
ate by following the instructions in 
the daily press and on the radio. 
Let us not have the “It cannot 
happen here” attitude. 


SIRENS SOUND ALARM 

At 9.30 p.m. Sunday, Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific rail- 
way sirens, the sirens of the gas 

jcompany, the fire department and 
other whistles and sirens through- 
out the city will sound the alarm. 
This alarm signal will continue 
for about 1% minutes with the all 
clear signal sounding for 10 seconds 
at the 9.35 p.m. mark, 

With the first shriek of the sir- 
ens citizens are asked to put out 
their lights, motorists are asked 
to pull in their cars to the curb 
and to douse their headlights, and 
business houses are asked to turn 
out their window display lights 
and outdoor lights, 

If you have a telephone call ‘o 
make do it before or after the 
blackout. A special appeal is made 
by the committee in charge of ar- 
rangements to telephone users to 
refrain from using their telephone 
during the five minutes of the 
blackout. This request is made to 
avoid undue congestion on the lines 
which would tend to slow up the 
communication system of the Air 
Raid Precautions Committee, 


ELABORATE PLANS 

Elaborate plans have been made 
for the blackout. Members of the 
Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve bat- 
talions will act as air wardens, 
roof watchers and generally assist 
the city and R.C.M.P. officers in 
policing and enforcing blackout 
regulations, 

The Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve 
personnel will be stationed at all 
keypoints of entry to the city and 
ears entering Edmonton will be 
stopped outside the limits until 
the all-clear is sounded, 

They will be stationed through- 
out the city as air wardens and will 
carry on with these duties as if the 
raid was the real thing. The public 
are asked to co-operate to the limit 
with air wardens, as they will be 
better able to judge the efficiency 
of the alr raid precautions set up 
for the city's safety if they get the 
ready assistance of the public, 


AIRPLANES OVERHEAD 

In addition to the Veterans’ Va\- 
unteer Reserve members of the 
Legion of Frontiersmen will act as 
special constables and will assist in 
the policing of the city during the 
blackout. 

Daring the blackout airplanes 
will drone overhead giving a 
realistic touch to the experiment. 
From these planes commentators 
will broadcast on the effective; 
ness of the blackout, so it is up 
to every dweller in every district 
of the city to see to it that a black 
mark {s not given to that district 
through forgetfulness in turning 
out lights. 

The only exceptions to the turn- 
ing out of lights edict are the oper- 
ation rooms in hospitals, and the 
lights over fire + alarm boxes 
throughout the city. The city fire 
brigade, if called to a fire during 
the blackout, will travel through 
the streets with lights on. 

Smokers are asked to refrain 
from smoking or lighting matches 
during the blackout, and air raid 
wardens will be on hand to ask 
any offender to put out the fag or 
pipe. 


RULES TO FOLLOW 

Street lights will be put out at 
the power plant, and arrangements 
have been made for the extinguish- 
ing of lights In the city’s subways. 
The lights on all street cars will be 
extinguished, and the hazard lights 
on tall buildings throughout the 
clty will be extinguished from the 
control tower at the Edmonton air- 
port. 

Also exempted from the general 
light-dousing order are the railway 
switch lights. 

This is the city’s first blackout 
and here are a few rules that will 
guide In making {t a success: 

4—If you are in your own home 
or place of employment, “stay put”.

Minister Urges 
Vaccination Of 
Alberta Horses 


Need of vaccinating horses to 
prevent steeping sickness or 
encephalomyelitis was urged in a 
statement issued by Hon. D. B. 
MacMillan, minister of agricul- 
ture. He emphasized the need for 
early treatment and suggested 
that arrangements be made by 
horse owners for vaccination be- 
fore seeding. 

“Sleeping sickness in horses caus- 
ed losses in Alberta last year and 
this disease may occur in epidemic 
proportions in 1942,” the minister 
said. “It is impossible to forecast the 
extent of the outbreak or the areas 
that may be most seriously affect- 
ed. Any reduction in hotses would 
be a serious matter when a short- 
age of gasoline or rubber may cur- 
tail the use of tractors for farm 
power. 

HORSES NECESSARY 

“Agricultural production is an 
important part of Canada’s war ef- 
fort and horses are Necessary to 
carry on farming operations on the 
great majority of Alberta farms 
Vaccination with chick vaccine is 
recommended to protect horses 
against sleeping sickness and this 
method of prevention is a cheap 
form of insurance to safeguard farm 
horses from this disease. 

“To establish immunity, it is 
necessary to vaccinate before the 
outbreak is likely to occur and it 
is suggested that horse owners 
should make arrangements to 
have their horses vaccinated be- 
fore seeding, Veterinarians and 
drug stores will be in a position to 
distribute commercial chick vac- 
cine at a reasonable price and 
orders should be placed early to 
ensure that sufficient supplies 
may be obtained for this province. 

“The department of agriculture 
recommends vaccination of horses 
before seeding and warns against 
the use of anything but chick vac- 
cine prepared by reliable manu- 
facturers and distributed by veter- 
inarians and drug stores.”

{—Obey orders and follow out 
instructions promptly and com- 
pletely. Make their task caster 
and prevent confusion by obey- 
ing the orders of competent au- 
thorities who have been appoint- 
ed to take charge. : 

@—Do not light matches or 
smoke cigarettes in the open dur- 
ing this blackout. 

F—All business men are asked 
to make arrangements to see that 
their store lights and signs are 
turned off during this black-out

@—Both radio stations will be 
on the air commentating from the 
high vaNtage points of the city and 
from a special plane of the Yukon 
Southern Airways, which will be 
roaming over the city during the 
entire blackout.

MANY QUESTIONS

for 1942. 

The government wants to know 
if the car has been used for plea- 
sure only. 

It provides separate lists of ques- 
tions referring to cars used for 
other purposes than for pleasure 
only. 

Among these categories are cars 
used for business purposes; cars of 
doctors, and others employed in 
tending the sick; cars of undertak- 
ers; public servicemen; clergymen; 


travellers; and incapacitated per- 
sons. 
All owners applying under the 


special categories must have their 
affidavits signed by the respective 
officials of the civic or provincial 
administrations,

CLEAN RUGS BEFORE STORING 


Summer rugs made of fiber and 
grass will give much better wear if 
taken care of properly. Sand and 
grit tend to cut the fibers, so they 
should be kept as free of such dirt 
as possible. Remember this when 
winter storing time comes. Sweep 
or vacuum rug on both sides so 
that every last bit of loose dirt is 
removed, If the rug is washable, a 
shampoo helps, too. Wash it, if you 
ean, outdoors on the grass. Use a 
mild, warm, soapy water and scrub- 
brush, gently. Don’t try to cover 
too much area at a time. Rinse 
thoroughly with clear water and 
then proceed with the balance of 
the rug in the same manner, Re- 
verse the rug and shampoo on the 
other side. Let it dry perfectly flat 
and turn several times while 
drying. Be sure it is entirely dry 
before dolling up and wrapping in 
paper for storage.

Rental Officer 
For Alberta To 
Be Named Here 


Expressing gratification over 
the apparent desire on the part 
of landlords in Edmonton to co- 
operate with respect to abiding 
by rules and regulations set out 
under the “rent freezing” order, 
Cyril R. DeMara, Ottawa, admin- 
istrator of housing rentals, spent 
Friday in Edmonton setting up 
machinery for administering 
“rent freezing” duties in Alberta. 
Mr. DeMara announced that a 
regional rentals administration of- 
ficer will be appointed shortly with 
headquarters in Edmonton. This 
officer will be attached to the of- 
fice of the War Time Prices and 
Trade Board and will be the repre- 
sentative of the rentals administra- 
tion at Ottawa for the province of 
Alberta, Mr. DeMara stated. 


CONFERS HERE 

Mr. DeMara conferred with 
George B. Henwood, deputy attor- 
ney general, and Walter S. Camn- 
bell, regional supervisor of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board during 
the day. 

At 4 pm., he met members of the 
rea] estate branch of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce, under the 
chairmanship of EH. Pointer. The 
session was devoted to inquiries re- 
garding numerous phases of the 
rent freezing order. 

As a result of the discussions here 
Mr, DeMara issued a list of “must 
nots” for both landlords and ten- 
ants. Mr. DeMara emphasized that 
any trespassing of the regulations 
is an offence under the criminal 
code and the convicted party is sub- 
ject to a maximum fine of $5,000 
and a maximum sentence of two 
years, or both. 

Mr. DeMara has itemized the fol- 
lowing “must nots”. 


LANDLORD MUST NOTS 


1—The landlord must not in- 
crease the rent in effect under the 
| lease of the basic date or accept 
a higher rent from a new tenant 
for the same accommodation unless 
and until he has secured a written 


decision from the Local Rentals 
Committee. 
2—The landlord must not de- 


crease the services supplied to the 
tenant without going to the com- 
mittee and securing a new lower 
maximum rental decision. 

3—The landlord must not give 
the tenant “notice to vacate” even 
at the end of the tenant's lease ex- 
cept under certain circumstances 
set out in the rentals orders, and| 
even then if the tenant serves a 
“notice of renewal” on the land- 
lord within the specified time the 
landlord must go to the court and 
satisfy the judge that the stated 
conditions comply with the rentals 
orders whereupon the judge can) 
grant an order for the tenant to} 
vacate. : | 

4—The landlord must not de-| 
mand a higher rental as the de- 
manding of same is an offence even 
if it is not paid, and itralso is an) 
offence for a tenant to pay or agree 
to pay a rental higher than the 
“maximum pegged rental”. 


MUST NOTS FOR TENANTS 


1—The tenant must not agree to| 
pay an increased rent unless ap- 
proved in writing by the local com- 
mittee as the tenant is jointly liable 
with the landlord, 

2—The tenant must not increase 
the wear and tear or take in ad- 
ditional families not provided for 
in the lease in effect on the basic 
date without being subject to 
| having his rent increased on applic- 
}ation of the landlord to the local 
| committee.

INTERNED ALIENS 

Estimates of relief costs for im- 
provement districts are $218,814, as 
against $341,850, a drop of $123,036, 
Relief appropriation for transients 
is $126,056 as compared with $177. 
805, a decrease of $51,749 

Single men’s relief approprias 
tions are down $65,789, being $161,- 
086 as against $227,425. 

A new item in the provincial 
relief budget, provided for the 
first time, is $5,000 for food, fuel, 
clothing and shelter for depend- 
ents of interned enemy aliens. 
Grants in aid of direct relief are 

estimated at a drop of $386,850 with 
an appropriation of $329,800 compar 
ed with $716,650. These grants in 
aid are made to cities, towns, vile 
lages and municipal districts.

are Now fighting,” R. E. Ansley, 
S.C., Leduc. moved a resolution 
in the legislature Friday ‘ con- 
demning the open advocacy of the 
plan. 

The resolution was seconded by 
A. V. Bourcier, Lac Ste. Anne, in 
the absence of Fred Anderson, S.C., 
Calgary, who was scheduled to 
make the seconding address. The 
debate was adjourned by Alfred 
Speakman, Ind, Red Deer, who 
will speak Monday on the motion, 


THREAT TO EMPIRE 


The resolution sets out that under 
the scheme the nations entering 
the suggested union would set up 
an international authority in which 
would be centralized control over 
the armed forces, financial System 
and citizenship rights of all of 
them. The British Empire would 
have minority representation in the

Mr. Ansley declared he felt this 
was “One Of the most scrious 
matters confronting the peopie of 
the British Commonwealth of 
Nations today.”
